It’s not often that a prophet is hon­ 
ored in his own home town and re­ 
ceives vindication while he's alive, 
but it’s happened with P. B. N ettle­ 
ton, the real estate man. 
For months and years Mr. N ettle­ 
ton has preached and induced many 
to follow his teachings, that the ideal 
home was a m an’s own house built 
on a roomy lot with a garden plot 
attached, where the garden in large 
measure assistedto pay part of the 
living expenses. 
AU Brainerd Is thinking of gard­ 
ens now, of having one plot of pota­ 
toes, another of onions, of raising 
the lowly rutabagas, 
cabbage, 
etc. 
And those who early followed the 
N ettleton idea have land enough at­ 
tached to their home grounds to put 
in big gardens. 
The war has done It, raised prices 
on garden produce to a figure un­ 
dreamed of. 
Here are some present day price* 
on produce, given the Dispatch and 
vouched for by a prominent grocer: 
Potatoes. $1.75 per bushel. 
Onions, 10c a pound. 
Rutabagas. 3c a pound. 
Parrots, 3c a pound. 
Parsnips, 3c a pound. 
Cabbage, l i e a pound. 
Beans. $7 a bushel. 
After a winter of unprecedented 
severity, the garden fans of Brainerd 
and they are just as enthusiastic as 
any baseball bunch, are dreaming of 
luscious vegetables, of lettuce, rad­ 
ishes. string beans, raised at home. 
That poet Markham wrote some 
sad verse about the bowed down man 
with a hoe. but the latter gentleman 
is today king of the food situation. 
Get a garden space, get your hoe 
and seeds and get busy this year and 
help reduce the high cost of living. 
Dean A. F. Wood, of the U niversi­ 
ty of Minnesota College of Agricul­ 
ture, said: 
“The average city will 
produce enough vegetable# to keep 
an average family. 
Utilize the va­ 
cant lots and plant city gardens.’’ 


Wet Goods Sold at 
Little Falls and

Liquor m anufacturers already have 
found a way to get around the P ut­ 
nam anti-road houge law passed by 
the legislature and signed yesterday 
by the governor, according to reports 
brougth to the legislature from B rain­ 
erd yesterday. 
The law provides they shall not 
“se ll” liquor In dry territory, but does 
not say they shall not “deliver.” 


W arehouse! at Brainerd 
Acting under the advice of attor­ 
neys, the liquor men have established 
large warehouses at Brainerd, where 
they "deliver” wet goods that ar* 
“sold” at Little Falls, 
thirty 
miles 
away. 
The thirsty one supposedly goes to 
Little Falls, 
where 
the companies 
have agencies, and buys a certificate, 
returns to Brainerd, presents his cer­ 
tificate and gets his liquor. 


Amendment May Come 
The matter was caled to the at­ 
tention of Senator F. K. Putnam, and 
he probably will introduce an amend­ 
ment to the law at once.

The names are variously given here 
as Mrs. and Miss Foy Rimers and Miss 
Hoy and Mrs. and Miss llaye of Chi­ 
cago. 
The Queenstown dispatch says that 
Mrs. and Miss Hoy were drowned by 
the swamping of a boat. 
The dispatch says that many sur­ 
vivors suffered severely from expos­ 
ure. 
All hospitals and hotels in Queens­ 
town were prepared for the reception 
of the survivors and plenty of warm 
food, nothing and beds were avail­ 
able when they arrived.

At the present time, and for several 
years, we have been going through a 
period of abnormal prices for commo­ 
dities,

butcher priet

What the Germans Have to Eat 


Facts and figures about food condi­ 
tions in Germany illustrated in this 
drawing were taken from the report 
of a thorough investigation by a cor- 
r<«pondcnt of the Associated Press. 
The German breakfast ration, con­ 
trolled by the government, consists of 
two rolls, some marmalade, (usually 
made from pumpkins) and a mixture 
of roasted grains and chicory, which 
goes under the name of coffee.

mid-day dinner consists of bolled po­ 
tatoes and some vegetables, usually 
turnips. 
The 
supper 
consists 
of 
bread and smoked herring, but the 
herring is not permitted every day.

Dangling for Hours

EARLY BRIDGE BUILDING. 


Ancient B a b y lo n Seem# to Have Been 
the Pioneer In the Art. 
Bridge building is one of the ancient 
sri#, t bough no definite record of a per­ 
m anent 
bridge appears before 2200 
B. C. 
Till* w as the time of Nimrod, 
the third ruler after Noah. 
The river 
E uphrates flowed most Inconveniently 
through the city of Babylon, so the de­ 
cree w ent forth that a structure be de­ 
vised to cross the stream . 
The result 
w as an arched bridge of brick OOO feet 
long and TO feet wide. 
Some thousand years later Nitoeris, 
then queen of the Babylonians, seeking 
som ething new to occupy lier mind, de­ 
cided th a t another bridge w as needed 
to 
handle 
the 
vast crowds 
which 
thronged to th a t city of mystery. 
H er 
engineers were consulted, and, marvel 
of marvels, u wooden bridge resting on 
stone jilers m ade its appearance, the 
first of its kind in the history of the 
world! 
Tho stones In the piers w ere 
fastened together with huge chains of 
iron, w ith melted lead poured Into the 
(•rex ices. 
While the problem to the eyes of the 
modern engineer would appear trivial, 
it was a v ast undertaking in those 
days, so marvelous, In fact, th a t the 
course of the entire river was changed 
in order th a t the engineers m ight view 
the foundations on which the arches 
were to rest. 
Herodotus records th a t 
the bridge w as of equal magnificence 
itll the rest of the building* of Baby­ 
lon. 
Aside from these, no bridges of Im­ 
portance seem to have been built iii 
Asia Minor, w ith one possible excep­ 
tion. 
T h e fabled Colossus of Rhodes 
I* thought by some historian* to have 
been a bridge, but a* no rem ains have 
ever been found there is only theory to 
support Hie claim .—Edison Monthly.
